Pizer Facing Possible Disqualification

The AS! elections committee 
has taken preliminary action to bar 
presidential candidate Ron Pizer 
and his executive running mates 
Teresa Ganhart and Tim McCor- 
mick, from holding office if they 
win the election 

The flurry of activity from the 
elections committee, in the forrn of 
petitions to the Board of Justice 
stems from numerous charges 
brought against Pizer and his 
ticket. The allegations range from 
early campaigning to cheating on 
the required constitutional test 

The ASI Board of Justice will 
meet next week to discuss the 
cnarges. It will take three meetings 
for them to reach a decision. If a 
ruling against a winning Pizer 
executive slate transpires, their 
election could be invalidated 

Action has also been taken 
against the Pizer slate candidate 
for senate chair, Don Currier. That 
action asks that if Currier wins, a

If you re a designated hitter ang 
your coach comments on your 
performance on the year by say 
ing, ‘| wish he was hitting 750 
you know that you must be doing 
something right 

Such is the case with the man 
with the husky upper-body on the 
Hornet baseball roster who wears 
No. 32 and wreaks havoc on 
opposing pitchers — John 
Armendariz 

Every time he steps up to the 
plate, the crowd stirs in anticipa- 
tion of a big hit 

As of Tuesday, Armendariz’ hit- 
ting percentage on the season was 
451. He had 37 hits, including two 
home runs and 24 RBI 


CSUS Head Coach John Smith, 
along with his light-hearted 
remark about hitting .750, also 
said of Armendariz, ‘I'm very 
pleased with him this year. He's 
hitting the ball very well and driv- 
ing in some key runs.” 

However, this is not the first 
year Smith has taken an interest in 
the Northern California Athletic 
Conference's (NCAC) leading 
hitter 

Last year, while Armendariz 
was attending Porterville Junior 
College in Southern California, he 
led the league in RBIs with 53, tied 
for tops in home runs with 13, and 
was seicted to the all-conference 
first team. 

Along with reading about 
Armendariz's statistics, Smith also 
heard a lot about the sophomore 
slugger through Porterville base- 
ball Head Coach Milt Stowe, a per- 


sonal friend 

So instead of scouting Armen 
dariz first tiand, as he 
most players he brings up to 
Sacramento, Smith asked him to 
come up based on his stats 

This may explain why Armend 
ariz did not see much action in the 
early part of the season | 
expected to have more of achance 
at the beginning ‘ he said. “But 
John (Smith) said to just wait till 
you get your chance to play

ces at the plate Armendariz said, “| 
don't think I'm going to get 
knocked out of the lineup now.” 
You're probably saying to your- 
self, "O.K., he’s a good hitter but 
what about his play in the field?” 


Well, he is the backup first 
baseman. 

He has seen only limited action 
in the field this season because, as 
Smith said, “We have an excellent 
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first Daseman in John Hankard 
He said the Armendariz has ‘good 
physical mechanics but is a little 
bit too slow to play the infield 


Armendariz aiso said he consi- 
dered Hankard an excellent first 
baseman, especially defensively 
Ill set my sights on next year (to 
play the infieid.) 


With one more year of eligibi| 
ity, Armendariz said that his rain 
baseball goal is to lose weight and 
increase his speed. ‘I'dliketocuta 
couple more pounds and get a lit 
tle faster.” 


That is exactly what he is going 
to have to do if he wishes to play 
baseball beyond college. He said 
that last year scouts from the Cin- 
cinatti Reds and Philadeiphia Phil- 
lies said he would have to work on 
his speed and defensive play 
before he could consider playing 
professional baseball

Basebai;, however, said Armen- 
dariz, is not the most important 
thing in his life. “The education 
part of school means a lot,” h 
said. “Education is something to 
count on.” 


Armendariz is currently an Eng- 
lish major with a business minor, 
and has a cumulative grade point 
average of 2.85. If baseball does 
not prove lucrative in the future, 
Armendariz hopes to use his Eng- 
lish major as a tool for going into 
business.

| knew the time would come when the County 
would have to grow, and | would be required to share 
my section of this slowiy climbing mountain range 
Paradise with San Joaquin Valley immigrants, or 
worse yet, those ever-thirsty and ever-unappreciative 
Southern Californians, who each summer drained 
Lake Amador of several million cubic feet of water | 
had no intention of rushing this process along, and 
there was an almost unspoken commandment among 
long time residents that no specific directions be 
given to our retreat from the outside world, only 
vague references to “the foothills,” or better yet 
Northern California.
